Beyond certain 
sentiments there was something which had 
enabled him to see England and what was 
specifically English, rather more from the 
outside, than was possible to other Englisn 
observers. The English attitude to life was 
antagonistic to the spirit of tragedy, and he 
felt that an Irish audience would understand 
better than any other what he meant by that. 
There was a great deal to be said for the 
English pre: 0 taking life—it was intensely 


practical. 
WHAT. IS TRAGEDY? 


Proceeding; Mr. MacCarthy said that a 
tragedy was not merely a play that ended in 
disaster. There were a _ oy tragedies 
which did. not do instance, 
plays like Galsworthy’ “sg « anios” He 
disagreed with Yeats’s view oí tragedy. 
Yeats, being a lyrical poet, thought 
that character had over “IR to do with 
tragedy, and that desmaten. essentially be- 
lenged to comedy. Yeats went even so far 
as to call Shakespeare a tragi-comic dramatist. 
He thought that Maeterlinck most nearly 
fitted Yeats’s prescription. It was in Ibsen 
that he found all the essential qualities for 
getting the tragedy out of every-day life. 


THE THREE MANUALS 


He would compare the art of drama to the 
playing of an organ with three manuals, On 
the top manual was the convincing story and 
the realistic outlook, and nearly all dramatists 
were competent to play on it. On the second 
keyboard they had i eas. It was George 
Bernard Shaw’s ability as an executant there 
while he could play, with just enough plausi- 
bility on the first manual, that made him 
the stimulating dramatist he was. The third 
manual, which was seldom touched, was the 
one that made the spectator feel that for a 
while he had shared with a mind greater than 
his own the thoughts and feelings deep down 
at. the roots of life. Ibsen was the only one 
of the moderns who could play like a master 
of these three keyboards. 

Both Sean O’Casey and Eugene O’Neill had 
real tragic sense. Both were Irishmen. 
Perhaps, in Ireland the tragic sense was more 
alive than in England. O’Casey was a re- 
markable blend of poet. and realist. He was

THE LADY ARDILAUN

Lectures |. and II. will be illustrated with 
lantern slides, and through this course of 
lectures Dublin is given an opportunity of 
hearing Mr. Weaver, who once held a pro- 
fessorship in Trinity College, Dublin, and is 
now at Oxford as editor of the Dictionary 
of National Biography. 

The opening lecture will bear the title, 
“The Monastic Revival,” znd will describe 
the Monasteries of Cluny. the Cistercian 
Order, and Bernard of Clairvaux. At this 
lecture the chair will be taken by His Grace 
the Lord Archbishop of Dublin.
